Proposal Eyed 
In Legislature 


Freshman Solons Jump 
Gun On Idea Studied 
By Attorney Group 


COLUMBUS. Ohio. Feb. 26 urn-A 
couple of first-term legislators ap­ 
parently jumped the gun on 
a 
judge election proposal long under 
study by the Ohio State Bar Assn. 
The 
proposal 
would 
permit 
judges of the supreme, appellate 
and common pleas courts to run 
for election on their records instead 
of against opponents. 
Reps. 
Andy 
Devine 
and 
R. 
Martin Galvin, Toledo Democrats, 
offered the proposal to the Leg- 
gislature in the form of a change 
in the state constitution. 
Approval by both houses of the 
General Assembly would place the 
question on election ballots for ac­ 
cept; nee or rejection by voters. 
Devine is an attorney and Galvin 
is studying to become one. Devine 
said their proposal contains pro­ 
visions under consideration by the 
association but without its backing 
in the current legislative session. 
An association spokesman report­ 
ed that m em ber attorneys over the 
state would be polled on the bar 
proposal this year. He indicated 
that 
attorneys 
meanwhile would 
watch with interest the outcome of 
the Devine '- Galvin constitutional 
am endm ent resolution in the Re­ 
publican-controlled Legislature. 
Ten of Ohio’s 33 senators and 43 
of the 136 state representatives are 
lawyers. 
Devine expressed belief that ac­ 
ceptance of the proposed change 
would 
attract 
attorneys 
to 
the 
bench who now hold back because 
of a 
dislike 
for 
political 
c a m ­ 
paigning. 
He explained that campaigning 
would 
be 
largely 
eliminated 
if 
judges could run on their records. 
The Devine-Galvin proposal would 
operate like this: 
A two - party Supreme Court 
nominating 
commission 
of 
nine 
m em bers—one from each appellate 
court dstrict — would be created 
subject to Senate approval. Only 
four commission m em bers could be 
attorneys, None could be m em bers 
of political central or executive 
committees. 
The commission would 
submit 
three nam es to the governor from 
which to make an appointment to 
a high court vacancy. 
Similar a p p e l l a t e nom ina­ 
ting commissions of seven m em ­ 
bers would be created in each ap­ 
pellate court district. Only three of 
them could be attorneys. 
Within 60 days of a general elec­ 
tion, supreme or appellate court 
judges whose term s were about to 
expire could file declarations of 
candidacy to succeed themselves. 
Voters would decide w hether judge 
running without opposition would 
bt continued in office for another 
six years. 
If a majority of voters disap­ 
proved, judgeships would become 
vacant and the 
governor would 
make appointments from a list of 
three 
persons 
furnished 
by the 
proper commissions. 
Should judges fail to file, the 
resulting vacancies at the end of 
their term s would be filled by the 
governor in the same m anner for 
full term s. 
Common pleas judges would be 
affected similarly by the Devine- 
Galvin proposal. If a candidate for 
election were defeated, the gover- 
nor 
would 
appoint 
a 
successor 
without benefit of a nominating 
commission. The appointee would 
serve only until the next election. 
If a common pleas judge failed to 
file, the term would be filled at 
the general election as at present. 
A spokesman said the bar as­ 
sociation is actively concerned only 
with a four-point program in the 
current legislative session. 
That program calls for pay in­ 
creases for judges, removal of a 
ban against judges receiving in­ 
creases during their terms, a sep­ 
arate retirem ent system for judges 
and creation of the post of adminis­ 
trative assistant for the Supreme 
Court chief justice. 
Such an assistant would handle 
only the burdensome adm inistra­ 
tive work of the chief justice and 
would not participate in court de­ 
cisions, the spokesman explained. 
Proposals to carry out that pro­ 
gram are pending in the general 
assembly.

Only those who have their senses 
ex ercised’ will be able to see 
through the veneer of his decep ­ 
tion. Others will be deceived by his

“Sometimes we hear p eop le say , 
1 1 can’t see any harm in the mod­ 
em dance, the moving 
p i c t ur e 
shows, or the mix ed bathing p ool.’ 
This may be because they are not 
looking for the dangers with which 
they are so often fraught. There is 
an old p roverb which say s, ‘None is 
so blind as he who will not see.’ 
Juvenile delinquency , 
v i c e and 
crime, moral and sp iritual decay 
are the result of p eop le not seeing 
the harm and evil in these modern 
forms of entertainment. 
“ Every one s h oul d diligently 
study the Bible and strive to ex er­ 
cise his senses in order to discern 
between the true and false sy stems 
of religion, between true and false 
love, between true and false meas­ 
ures of righteousness. God’s word 
will reveal the true in contrast with 
the false. John said, ‘Beloved, be­ 
lieve not every sp irit, but try the 
sp irits whether they are of God: 
^because many false p rop hets are 
gone out into the world’ (I Jno 
4:1).’’

MOST o f yo u are well aw are 
th a t yo u can develo p a severe 
backache by strain in g to o h ard in 
trying to lift o r carry so m ething. 
B ut did yo u kno w th a t yo u can 
also get a backache because o f the 
way yo u sleep? 


Rupture of Disks 


A rup ture o f th e intervertebral 
disks can be caused while yo u are 
asleep o r aw ake. These disks are 
pieces o f cartilage between th e 
bo nes o f th e spine. 
So m etim es p atien ts repo rt th a t 
th ey first no ticed pains in th e ir 
backs upo n arising a fte r a no rm al 
n ig h t’s 
sleep. 
E xam inatio n 
o f 
these patien ts pro bably will sho w 
th a t an Intervertebral disk h as 
been displaced. Such a dislo catio n 
m ig h t be caused by the way yo u 
sleep. If yo u co nstantly sleep o n 
o ne side w ith yo ur back curved 
co nsiderably, o ne o f these disks 
m ight be fo rced o ut o f its no rm al 
po sitio n. T hen yo u’ve go t a back­ 
ache. 
Ho wever, yo u are m o re likely to 
rup ture a disk by perfo rm ing 
so m e physical exertio n, such as 
lifting a heavy lo ad. A blo w to 
yo ur back can also cause a dis­ 
lo catio n. W hen th is happens sud­ 
denly, yo u will have a sensatio n 
th a t “so m ething gave aw ay” in 
yo ur back, and pain fo llo ws a l­ 
m o st Im m e dia te ly , so m e tim e s 


passing do w nward into o ne o f 
yo ur legs. The pain is bo th severe 
and co ntinuo us, and Is m ade 
wo rse by co ughing, stra in in g o r 
bending. 
Usually, the pain is relieved by 
lying do wn, so the best th in g to 
do is to get into bed. Yo u’ll need 
a lo t o f rest. 
The m attress m ust be firm , and 
the best way to acco m plish this is 
to place several bed bo ards direct­ 
ly under It. This will help prevent 
it 
fro m 
sagging 
under 
yo ur 
weight, and tend to keep yo ur 
back in a m o re rigid po sitio n. 
Stretch yo ur affected leg o cca­ 
sio nally. If the pain Is severe, yo ur 
do cto r can give yo u drugs to re ­ 
lieve the disco m fo rt. 
Eno ugh rest m ight do the trick, 
w ith no furth e r tre a tm e n t re­ 
quired. But if there is any indica­ 
tio n o f pressure o n th e spinal 
co rd, surgical tre a tm e n t m ight be 
needed. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
T. K.: The m uscles in my arm s 
co nstantly ache. Is there any way 
to relieve this co nditio n? 
Answer: Aching in the m uscles 
o f the arm s m ay be due to exces­ 
sive exercise, to so me circulato ry 
disturbance, to arth ritis, o r to 
so me diso rder affecting the nerves. 
Careful study by yo ur physician 
is needed to find the cause befo re 
tre a tm e n t co uld be suggested.

SECRET SITTINGS GAIN 
NATIONAL Editorial Association, at a 
recent convention, r e l e a s e d statistics 
showing that 44 per cent of all congression­ 
al committee sessions were conducted in 
secret during the year of 1953. Over a pe­ 
riod of years since records were kept there 
has been no decline in secrecy. 
A curious slant is that members of Con­ 
gress questioned about it over their oppo­ 
sition to closed sessions. Yet more than 
two-fifths of the meetings in which vital 
legislation is considered are behind closed 
doors. This is true not only in Congress but 
in other governmental bodies throughout 
the land. 
Members of official bodies have a justi­ 
fication for it. They say some m atters un­ 
der discussion are so delicate that t h e y 
m ust not be publicized while policy is be­ 
ing formed. No one denies that there are 
occasions when secret deliberations a r e 
necessary. But it would be impossible to 
justify the proposition that nearly half of 
congressional committee deliberations are 
necessarily secret. 
The practice is really ludicrous because 
sharp reporters penetrate the “ secrets” of 
m ost of the meetings anyhow. The danger 
is that information gained second hand or 
by stealth may be distorted. It would be 
far better for public bodies to take a good 
look at their secret sessions and eliminate 
all but the ones that are entirely unavoid­ 
able. 


ON THE JOB 
EVIDENCE continues to mount hearten* 
ingly that the Federal Civil Defense Ad­ 
ministration is on the job. The agency got 
off to a slow start, due principally to a 
need to get squared away on underlying 
philosophy. In the debate between evacua­ 
tion vs. shelters the dispersion policy won 
out, with a nudge from the H-bomb. 
But under the leadership of former Ne­ 
braska governor Peterson, FCDA h a s 
made notable headway. It has taken over 
emergency responsibilities in times of na­ 
tional disaster, thus acquiring permanent 
organizational underpinning. 
The FCDA has joined with the Atomic 
Energy Commission in periodic a t o m i c 
tests to widen the scope of knowledge of 
both its headquarters and field organiza­ 
tion, and it is constantly working to utilize 
and integrate existing resources for civil 
defense purposes. 
One of the agency’s latest moves is to 
mobilize the nation’s veterinarians to help 
in the treatm ent of human casualties in 
the event of national emergency w h i c h 
would palpably overtax all existing med­ 
ical facilities. 
Admittedly, FCDA has a tremendous job 
on its hands to get the American people to 
help themselves. Its enterprise gvies hope 
it will get that job done.

These Days 


It is easy to be theoretical about what 
does not affect one’s own affairs. Actually 
for the amount of shears and scissors I 
would ordinarily buy, it would make little 
difference where the cutting steels came 
from. ^However,, if I were manufacturing 
shears, scissors, surgical instruments or 
manicure sets in the United States at this 
moment, I would be looking around f o r 
something else to do or I might even move 
my business to some other country and ex­ 
port the goods from there to the American 
market. It could be more profitable under 
H.R. I, now before Congress. 
Before World War I, most of the surgical 
instruments and supplies came to this 
country from Germany which specialized 
in this kind of commodity. Then during the 
war, the United States was caught short. 
Appeals were made to American m anu­ 
facturers of scissors and shears to go into 
surgical instrument production, which re­ 
quired particularly skilled labor, workers 
with a high capability for precision. 
If this work group is lost by American 
firms going out of the surgical instrument 
business, it will be difficult to reassemble 
the workers. 
For many years, this industry was pro­ 
tected by a tariff which it regarded as rea­ 
sonable. Meanwhile, American surgeons 
found it easy to get their own inventions 
and improvements manufactured here in 
the United States. The tariff, on shears 
and scissors, has now been lowered twice 
and probably faces a third reduction. The 
American m anufacturer is required to pay 
wages that are four times higher than 
wages paid to similar workers in Germany 
and he cannot translate the difference into 
a competitive price. 
Result: American firms are c l o s i n g 
down. The Shears, Scissors and Manicure 
Implement 
M anufacturers 
Association 
states that the following firms have al­ 
ready discontinued manufacturing these 
commodities: 
Berridge Shear Co. — Sturgis, Mich.; 
Belmar Instrument Co. — Belmar, N. J.; 
Birmingham Cutlery Co. — Birmingham, 
Ala.; Case-Smiley Co. — Fremont, Ohio;

Others are expected to follow. It is re­ 
ported that in Solingen, Germany, and vi­ 
cinity there are about 800 m anufacturers 
of cutlery, ranging from family work at 
home to small factories. In addition to 
manufacturing at about one quarter t h e 
American cost, this industry is subsidized 
by the West German government which 
receives subsidies from the United States. 
American m anufacturers cannot compete 
with low wages and indirect American 
subsidies to German firms, plus a low 
tariff. 
The largest American m anufacturer of 
quality shears and scissors is J. Wiss and 
Sons. They have now gone out of the sur­ 
gical scissors business because they cannot 
remain in it competitively with Germany. 
The Clauss Cutlery Company reports that 
it will have to do the same because ‘our 
production is almost down to nothing.”

How You Rest at Night 
May Cause a Backache 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
MOST of you are well aware 
th a t you can develop a severe 
backache by straining too hard in 
trying to lift or carry something. 
But did you know th a t you can 
also get a backache because of the 
way you sleep? 


Rupture of Disks 


A rupture of the intervertebral 
disks can be caused while you are 
asleep or awake. These disks are 
pieces of cartilage between the 
bones of the spine. 
. 
Sometimes patients report th a t 
they first noticed pains in their 
backs upon arising after a norm al 
n ig h t’s sleep. 
Exam ination 
of 
these patients probably will show 
th a t an Intervertebral disk has 
been displaced. Such a dislocation 
m ight be caused by the way you 
sleep. If you constantly sleep on 
one side with your back curved 
considerably, one of these disks 
m ight be forced out of its norm al 
position. Then you’ve got a back­ 
ache. 
However, you are more likely to 
rupture a disk by perform ing 
some physical exertion, such as 
lifting a heavy load. A blow to 
your back can also cause a dis­ 
location. When this happens sud­ 
denly, you will have a sensation 
th a t “som ething gave away” in 
your back, and pain follows al­ 
m ost im m ed iately , som etim es 


passing downward into one of 
your legs. The pain is both severe 
and continuous, and is made 
worse by coughing, straining or 
bending. 
Usually, the pain Is relieved by 
lying down, so the best thing to 
do is to get Into bed. You’ll need 
a lot of rest. 
The m attress m ust be firm, and 
the best way to accomplish this is 
to place several bed boards direct­ 
ly under it. This will help prevent 
it 
from 
sagging 
under 
your 
weight, and tend to keep your 
back in a more rigid position. 
Stretch your affected leg occa­ 
sionally. If the pain is severe, your 
doctor can give you drugs to re­ 
lieve the discomfort. 
Enough rest m ight do the trick, 
with no further treatm ent re­ 
quired. But if there is any indica­ 
tion of pressure on the spinal 
cord, surgical treatm ent m ight be 
needed. 
QUESTION AND ANS WEH 
T. K.: The muscles in my arms 
constantly ache. Is there any way 
to relieve this condition? 
Answer: Aching in the muscles 
of the arms may be due to exces­ 
sive exercise, to some circulatory 
disturbance, to arthritis, or to 
some disorder affecting the nerves. 
Careful study by your physician 
is needed to find the cause before 
treatm ent could be suggested.

“ A redu ction to a 25-p u p il u nit 
in the high schools wou ld be more 
satisfactory . For e l e m e n t a r y 
schools, the 30-pu pil lev el is fine.” 
H artm an p ointed ou t that few 
classes in the p resent Circlev ille 
High School schedu le come u p to 
the 30-p u p il lev el. Therefore,

added, CHS wou ld not q u alify for 
the financial assistance.

“ THIS WOULD cau se a shortage 
of fu nds at the local high school 
lev el eq u iv alent to the salary of 
eight teachers,” H artm an declared.
